The 
Rev. W. O. Massingberd, M.A., examined the identifications of 
all the Lincolnshire names, and supplied many modern equiva- 
lents to the old forms — an undertaking only possible to one 
thoroughly at home in Lincolnshire topography. To each 
of these authorities thanks are offered for contributing to 
Volume ni much of the accuracy and usefulness which it 
is hoped it will be found to possess.
